D ear Sir: 
T h e state of th e general p u U ic 
h ealth in Dixon du ring th e p ast year, 
h as been m ost satisfactory, p a r tic - 1 
u larly in so far as p reventable dis­ 
eases were concerned. 
Some little concern was felt wh en 
sm allp ox attac ked a s tu de nt a tte nd­ 
ing one of Ih e sch ools and a nu m ber 
w ere exp osed to th e disease, bu t by 
p rom p tly isolating th e case and vac­ 
cinating all wh o h ad com e in contact 
with h im — keep ing th em u nder ob­ 
servation— no fu rth e r cases develop ­ 
ed. 
Tbe need for som e su itable 
p lace was a decided h andicap . 
A nu m b er of de a 'h s du e to tu b e r­ 
cu losis occu rred. 
T h e diseu se. as 
you know, nas been p roved to be not 
only p reventable, bu t cu rable. 
It is 
intectlou s 
in 
na tu re— largely 
by 
m e ans of th e dissem ination of th e 
dried sp u ta— and it is u rged th a t th e 
ordinance rela ting to exp ectorating 
in p u blic p laces be rigidly enforced.

W here the Game 1« W orked— 
President Finds New Ar­ 
gum ents lor Hale 
Regulation. 


Washjhngfcon,May 5.—In tran*mitting 
to congress the report of Commissioner 
Garfield on rtle subject of freight rate» 
In connection 
with the oil industry 
Proadent Roosevelt sent a message to 
congress which makes divers and sun­ 
dry charges of law-breaking against 
the Standard Oil company, and calls 
attention to the developments of the re­ 
port as being specially important in 
▼Jew of the railway rate 
legislation 
now before congress. 
He savs that — 
Law breakers Until Exposures Came. 
“The report shows that the Standard 
Oil company lias benefited enormously 
up almost to the present moment by se- 
Cfot rates, many of tbeoe secret rates 
being clearly unlawful. 
This benefit 
axwouiMt* to at least Unre-quarters of 
a million a year. 
This three-quarters 
of a million represents the profit that 
the Standard Oil company obtains at 
tbeeexpense of the railroads; but of 
course the ultimate result Is that it ob­ 
tains a much larger profit a t the ex- 
penwe of the public.” 
He add« that 
most of these rebates have recently 
been done away with, which fact he 
declare» a <‘onf« *s*ion that they were 
wrong, but were persisted in until ex- 
• mmkI. 
W ill Institute Prosecutions. 
The president promises to have prose­ 
cutions instituted, but says it is im­ 
portant that Senator Knox’s bill 
to 
correct Judge Humphrey's interpreta­ 
tion of the immunity law be passed. 
Be then proceeds to say that the Stand, 
ord Oil has profited immensely by open 
cates so arranged a» to give that com­ 
pany an overwhelming advantage over 
independent competitors, and says it is 
“not possible to put Into figures the ex­ 
act amount” of the Standard's profits 
“through the gross favoritism shown 
It by the railways in connection with 
the open rates. 


OTHER SCHEM ES UNEARTHED 


R efusal to l*ro- Rate Is One—A rgum ent 
for R egulation of Rates. 


He says that the refusal of certain 
New England railways to pro-rate pro 
duoe* the same effect of unfair advan­ 
tage to the Standard and coats New 
England 
consumers 
$ 400,000 a year 
marc or less, and that similar condi­ 
tion» exist in the west and southwest, 
oil of which emphasize« the n<i« ->ity 
for the government to attend to the 
rate-making itself. 
Another scheme, 
the president says, is to evade the law 
by treating as state commerce what is 
really a part of interstate commerce, 
a device he charges to the New York 
Central railway. 
The president says that the Standard 
Oil company is “unfortunately” not die 
only great corporation which is profit­ 
ing by unfair methods, and names the 
sugar 
trust 
as 
another. 
He 
then 
goee Into an argument in favor of rate 
legislation.declariugthat the only way 
to secure individual initiative is for 
the government to curb 
monopolies, 
which crush out the individual. 
He 
says we have unwisely prohibited the 
railways from uniting for proper pur­ 
poses. and that poAver—to unite to pro­ 
tect themselves and the public from 
the great corporations—should be giv­ 
en them under government regulation. 
He 
argues 
that 
the government 
should have as much control over rail­ 
ways as it has over national hanks, and 
« ay« that—“It is impossible to work a 
mat(» *ial improvement in conditions 
» ucb as above described merely through 
the instrumentality of a lawsuit. 
A 
lawsuit is often a necessary method; 
but by itself it is an utterly inadequate 
method. 
W hat is needed i« the con­ 
ferring u]>on the commission of ample 
affirmative power, so conferred as 
to 
make Its decisions take effect at once, 
subject only t o ' such action by the 
court as is demanded by the constitu­ 
tion.” 
He closes with the recommendation 
that to supply competition 
to the 
Standard Oil company alcohol to be 
used in the arts be made free of duty, 
find that the title to oil and coal lands 
in the government’s possession now 
ahtaild he made inalienable. 


the unjust discrhnlnat'ons of which 
complaint is made. 
He says that a fair profit on refined 
oil 1s % cent a gallon, and that the 
price of such oil is from 2 to 5 cents 
a gallon higher in non-competitive dis­ 
tricts 
than 
in 
those 
which 
are 
competitive, which shows, he says, 
that the profits are exorbitant in non­ 
competitive 
fields. 
The 
facts, 
he 
says, regarding freight rates have been 
obtained by the examination of rail­ 
road records, and that the only road 
refusing access to its state business 
records is the New York Central, 
He 
also says that the Standard Oil stated 
at the outset that it was not now, nor 
had been in recent years, receiving any 
rebates. 
Then he asserts that the Standard Oil 
“has habitually received from the rail­ 
roads, and 
is now 
receiving, secret 
rates and other unjust and illegal dis­ 
criminations,” and that during I9u4 its 
profits were about $ 750,000 from that 
■ourr*c. 
Garfield also says that the Standard 
, Oil is receiving unjust discriminations 
In open rates and that “if an unfair 
discrimination be obtained by one ship­ 
per through a device which in itself is 
’ weemingly not prohibited by law, that 
fact show’s that the lawT is defective 
and should be strengthened; it does not 
show* that the discrimination is proper 
or just.”

SOME STATEMENTS OF FACT 


r oim r s OF GARFIELD'S REPORT 


Says His F acts Hav e Been V erified In 
Ev ery Feasible Way. 
Commissioner Garfield, at the outset 
of his report, says the facts present­ 
ed have been verified in every feasible 
way. 
After giving a review of the 
extent of the business of the Standard 
Oil he says that company avers that 
tt has in location of refineries and plpo 
lines natural advantages which are the 
reeult of foresight 
and 
energy, and 
which are its own. 
Garfield says that 
ttle*e very advantages are the result of 


Sum m ary of the Cases W here S in fu l­ 
ness Is Alleged. 
The following are some of the cases 
cited: 
For about ten years the New Eng­ 
land territory has been in control of 
the Standard Oil company by reason 
of the refusal of the New York. New 
H aven and Hartford road and of the 
Boaton and .Maine road, on all but a 
few divisions, to pro-rate—i. e.. to join 
in through rates—on oil shipped from 
west of the Hudson river,and by mean« 
of the adjustment of published rates. 
The» e roads pro-rate on all other com­ 
modities. 
The Standard Oil company has been 
able to absolutely control 
for 
many 
years the sale of oil in the northeastern 
part of New York and in a portion of 
Vermont by means of secret rates from 
its refineries at Olean and Rochester. 
By unfair manipulation the Standard 
gets rates of 15 to 21 cents per 100 
¡pounds,while independents have to pay 
from «13 to 50 cents. 
The Standard oil company has main­ 
tained absolute control of almost the 
whole section of the country south of 
the Ohio river and <*a« t of the ilissis- 
« ¡ppi by moans of sec rat rates 
and 
•pen discriminations in 
rates from 
Whiting. Ind. 
Thi« is done by mean« 
•f a secret combination with the (’. and 
E. I., the I. C. and the Southern rail­ 
ways; Standard pays 29% cents per 100 
•pounds,competitors 47% cents, the pub­ 
lished rat« * la“ing 44 cents, to Binning- 
Jkam, Ala. 
The Stain la ixl Oil company hae for 
art least ten years shipped oil from 
Whiting to East St. Louis. 111., at a 
rate of <» or <5% cents on three of the 
five railroads running between those 
places, while the only duly published 
rate on all rends has been 18 cents 
during all that period. 
In the Kansas Territory field there 
are some unfair open rates. The more 
important discrimination has been rn 
the arbitrary weights fixed by the rail­ 
roads on erude oil and fuel oil. 
In 
t ’alifornia aired rates, as well as dis­ 
criminations by the use of secret rates, 
have been given on oil. 
The Associ­ 
ated Oil company, the Union Oil eom- 
pany. and some consumers of oil also 
received rebates and secret rates, but 
the Standard apparently receive! as 
much as all other interests combined. 
Open published rate« from Whiting 
<lnd.t into a large part of the United 
$ !tati*s have given the Standard oil 
company an unfair advantage of fiom 
1 to 12 cents per UK) pound» . 
Garfield then says that “ most <»€ the 
•ecrat rat« *« , and some of the open dis­ 
criminations discovered by the bureau 
were abolished by the railroads « hort- 
ly after such discovery.” 
He 
giv e« 
eight of the most important changes, 
declaring that they are the result of 
his investigation, but that the wi<le- 
upread discrimination in open rates still 
leave* the indepo lent oilmen in seri­ 
ous disadvantag 
He closes by declaring that if the 
rates cited tire legal the law is a sham. 
H e says that one glaring defect in the 
law has been shown, and that is the 
method of filing and publishing tar­ 
iff« , in that although a tariff or a rate 
has been tilt'd with the commission in 
compliance with the terms of the ¡aw 
none but the favored shipper may know 
of its existence, and he recommends 
that a radical change be made In this 
matter. 


R E PL Y O F THE STANDARD 


R ogers and Archbold M ake a P relim ­ 
inary Statem ent. 
New’ York, May 5. — In reply to 
President Roosevelt’s message and the 
report 
of 
Commissioner 
Garfield 
Messrs. H. H. Rogers and John 
L>. 
Arch bold, of the Standard Oil company, 
« aid that tlrnir examination of the mes­ 
sage and report bad necessarily been 
a hurried one. and that they would 
at a later date make a full answer to 
their 
shareholders. .Meanwhile they 
made a statement to the Associated 
Press, of which the following is a con­ 
densation: 
They begin with a prot« “« t against 
the president, as they put it, us’ng 
Standard Oil methods of doing fnisi- 
nes« an object lesson for the purpoae 
of 
promoting his views. 
They say 
then that they will deny no facts, bnt 
the 
question is whether they 
have 
“violat« “d the law or the proprieties.” 
The statement says that the Standard 
Oil gave Garfield the fullest means of 
ascertaining how the Standard conduct­ 
ed Its business, and that when thecom- 


POTJT proposed to ;:r Wf r some unfair 
criticism Garfield advised that, nothing 
be « » id and that bis ra{*ort would pres­ 
ent the ease fairly. 
Then they “hand one” to the presi­ 
dent: 
“One does not care to bandy 
words with the president of the United 
! Stares. 
It is not easy to differentiate 
between Mr. Roosevelt. the president, 
and Mr. Roosevelt, the individual. He 
has given of his advice most generous­ 
ly on every subject, from the size of 
our families to the mistakes of federal 
judges, and some error is inevitable 
now and then to the most conservativo 
man under such circumstances. 
We 
« ay flatly that any assertion that the 
Standard Oil coin ¡» any has been or is 
now knowlingly engaged in practices 
which are unlawful is alike untruthful 
and unjust.” 


STATEM ENT IS V E R Y SW EEPING 


D irectly C ontradicts or Controv ert» 
Garfield'« Report. 
The statement remarks that Garfield 
after saying that the Standard's loca­ 
tion of refineries — which it says will 
answer many of the criticisms—was 
the result of unfair business method» , 
does not present a particle of prtxof of 
that statement. The n the statement di­ 
rectly contradicts pretty much every 
statement of fact that is detrimental 
to the Standard Oil and controverts 
those it does not contradict. 
For one 
instance, where 
Garfield 
says that the development of th« * pipe 
line was the result of special agr« *e- 
ment with the roads, the 
statement 
says: 
“What he can mean is part our 
comprehension. 
As a matter of fact 
the development of the pipe line sys­ 
tem by the Standard Oil company was 
in the fac e of violent hostility on th« * 
part of railroads, which naturally were 
oppos'd to the introduction 
of such 
mean» s of transportation.” 
Further along the statement says: 
“The grief which the presiednt 
ex- 
press« *« in his message over the inabili­ 
ty of the railroad« to combine 
and 
protect themselves from the shippers 
will probably arouse amusement. The 
president says respecting this investi# 
gation that the facts are not in dis­ 
pute. only the inferences are disputed. 
The Standard Oil company furnished 
the facts, and a -man with a muck 
rake' dug out such as under his man 
ipulatlon he felt would prove damag­ 
ing. 
“The Standard Oil company has l>een 
investigated over and ov€ "r again at 
th« instigation of its rivals, and it al­ 
ways 
welcomes 
su< h 
investigation 
when conducted in good faith and fair­ 
ly. 
We are engaged in a large 
and 
honorable business. 
We are conduct­ 
ing it honorably, and we sincerely be­ 
lieve in conformity to law.”
